BONDS VOTED TO 


City Fathers Passed Ordinance 


Doing This Under Suspension 


of the Rules 


DISCHARGE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


Ail Matters Before Special Water 


Works Committee Referred to 


Committee of the Whole 


The most important business done by 
the city fathers at the regular meeting 
Monday evening was the passage of 
the ordinance issuing$89,(HJO in five per 
cent bonds to take up and refund the 
floating indebtedness of the city exist­ 
ing on the 25th day of last March, as 
provided by an act of the legislature 
passed on that date. 
The bonds are to 
be in the denomination of $500 each, 
anil to bear date of August 15,1.07. 
Four will become due the 15th day of 
August. 1908, and four on the fifteenth 
day of August each year up to and in­ 
cluding the year 1910. 
The remaining 
42 bonds will become due the fifteenth 
day of August, 1917. 
The bonds will 
bear five per cent interest payable 
semi-annually at the office of the city 
treasurer. 
I n 3 addition to this there 
was considerable other business con­ 
sidered, the council remaining in ses­ 
sion until nearly midnight. 
When Vice President Farrar called 
the council to order all members were 
present except the president and Al­ 
derman Baker. 
After the reading of the minutes of 
the hist regular meeting a communica­ 
tion was read from Mrs. Kellehan sta t­ 
ing that the curb as put in this year is 
six inches higher than her walk which 
was put in under a previous city en­ 
gineer. 
The matter was referred to 
the city attorney. 
A couple of bicyclists from East 
Brainerd appeared to protest against 
the destruction of the bicycle paths at 
the hands of teamsters. 
The m atter 
was referred to the city attorney. 
President Johnson here came in and 
took the chair. 
The financial report of the city clerk 
w a s presented ara! showed receipts of 
$2,498.40 for the month of June and an 
expenditure of 
$7,450.58. 
The out­ 
standing indebtedness at the close of 
business June Moth, was $44,042.53 with 
$3,375.79 on hand in cash. 
The report of the finance committee ; 
on the monthly audit of the books of the 
city clerk and treasurer was received. 
The books were found correct and the 
report of the committee was accepted. 
The purchasing committee reported 
that it ha»l purchased supplies for the 
police department as ordered. 
The street committee reported the 
sidewalks in front of the following de­ 
scribed property condemned: 
Lots 7, 
8, 9 and the south half of IO, block 70; 
south 50 feet of lots 7 to 12, inclusive, 
in block 192; on the west side and on 
the east side of block 168; along the 
side of block 198; along the south side 
of block 220; south side of lot I, block 
HO; in front of lot 3 block ll, Farrar- 
Forsythe addition; on the south side of 
Oak street between Tenth street and 
the St. 
Paul tracks; lots 21 and 22, 
block 67; lo, ll and 12, block 185; lots 
5 to 12 in block 23; lots 5 and 6, block 
71; lots ll and 12, block 129; lots 9, IO, 
l l and 12: block 157; and lots 6, 7, 8 
and 9, block 69. 
A resolution was then introduced 
ordering the above walks which was 
on motion adopted, all voting aye on 
roll call. 
Alderman 
Fogelstrom wanted 
to 
know what was to be done with the i 
Mahlum bridge. 
He said it was being 
stolen and taken away piece meal for 
kindling wood.

The status of Mr. Rowley’s contract 
was discussed, Alderman Houck sug­ 
gesting that he be held under his bond 
to reconstruct the bridge, because it 
was left unbraced so that it could sway, 
which caused it to fall. 
Alderman 
Fogelstrom said it did not sway but 
went down because the ground was too 
soft. 
It was finally moved and carried 
that the matter of releasing Mr. Row­ 
ley from his bond be referred to the 
street committee to report at next 
meeting and that the city clerk be di­ 
rected to advertise for bids for the sale 
of the lumber in the bridge. 
The walk on Laurel street between 
the business section and the Miesissippi 
river bridge came up for discussion and 
showed that the council was as hope­ 
lessly at sea as it was a year ago in the 
matter and no action was taken. 
Reports of damages to 
sewer was referred to the 
rn ttee with power to act. 
On motion all matters 
the special 
water works committee 
were recalled and referred to the coun­ 
cil as a committee of the whole. 
The ordinance authorizing the issuing 
of the $39,(XX) in refunding bonds was 
presented and given its first reading, all 
members being present voting aye. 
On motion the rules were suspended 
and the ordinance was given its second 
reading, all voting aye. 
The ordinance 
was, then put upon its passage and 
passed, all voting in the affirmative. 
In accordance with the act of the 
legislature authorizing the bonds, a 
resolution was passed fixing the de­ 
nominations of the bonds at $500 each. 
A communication was received from 
tjie drivers of the fire team asking that 
their salaries be raised from $55 per 
month to $60. 
On motion the request 
was granted, the raise to take effect 
July 1st, all present voting aye. 
The matter of the salary of the street 
frommissioner came up in connection 
with 
the discussion of that of the 
drivers and it w'as referred to the 
street committee. 
The water works question then came 
up and Mayor Wise addressed the 
council brit fly. 
He stated that while 
he desired to see municipal ownership 
just as soon as possible he doubted the 
possibility of floating bonds under pres­ 
ent financial conditions. 
He said the 
great city of New York was only able 
to sell a little over two millions dollars 
out of a bond issue of over twenty- 
nine million dollars, and he did not be­ 
lieve Brainerd could do any better. 
At 
a recent meeting he heard one gentle­ 
man who advocated the sale of the 
bonds here at home declare that he 
would take $1,000 himself. 
As the 
man was one of the wealthiest in the 
city he did not think that the prospects 
of selling a large amount of bonds on 
that basis was very rosy. 
Ald. Houck suggested organizing a lo­ 
cal company to raise the money and take 
over the plant, but that did not seem 
to receive any support whatever. 
Al­ 
derman Farrar did not see how that 
would help m atters any and the scheme 
was dropped. 
Alderman Twohey thought Mr. Tight* 
was too shrewd a man for the council or 
any attorney in the city to deal with 
and expect to more than hold their 
own. 
Mayor Wise again took the floor and 
said that in view of the fact that a 
little over a year ago there were 140 
present at the 
organization of the 
municipal league and that only five re 
sponded to a request from the city 
council to meet last week to discuss 
the matter he did not believe the people 
were going to take hold and decide the 
question for the city council. 
On motion the council adjourned to 
July 26, when the water works ques­ 
tion will be gone into more fully.
